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DETAILED ACTION 

Specification 

1. The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: A brief description 
of figures 8a, 8b, 9a and 9b must be presented. 

2. 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, requires the specification to be written in "full, clear, 
concise, and exact terms." The specification contains terms which are not clear, concise and 
exact. The specification should be revised carefully in order to comply with 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first 
paragraph. Examples of some unclear, inexact or verbose terms used in the specification are: 
page 1, line 20, page 2, line 6; page 4, lines 17-21; page 5, lines 7-14, etc. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

3. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of making 
and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall set forth the best mode 
contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

4. Claims 1-4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as failing to comply with 
the enablement requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which was not described in 
the specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in the art to which it pertains, or with 
which it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use the invention.

■ Is it a triple factorial? What does "C" mean? (Did the Applicants 
mean Z?)

■ What is the "free" resonant frequency? 

5. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

6. Claims 1-4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. Examples of indefiniteness follow. 
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7. The claims are generally narrative and indefinite, failing to conform with current U.S. 
practice. They appear to be a literal translation into English from a foreign document and are 
replete with grammatical and idiomatic errors. 

8. Claims 1-3 are directed to a method of designing an acoustic matching layer, however, no 
steps are provided in the body of the claims. 

9. Claims 1 and 4 are indefinite because a broad limitation (front load) together with a 
narrow limitation (in the case of. . .) that falls within the limitation (in the same claim) is 
considered indefinite, since the resulting claim does not clearly set forth the metes and bounds of 
the patent protection desired. See MPEP § 2173.05(c). Note the explanation given by the Board 
of Patent Appeals and Interferences in Ex parte Wu, 10 USPQ2d 2031, 2033 (Bd. Pat. App. & 
Inter. 1989), as to where broad language is followed by "such as" and then narrow language. 
The Board stated that this can render a claim indefinite by raising a question or doubt as to 
whether the feature introduced by such language is (a) merely exemplary of the remainder of the 
claim, and therefore not required, or (b) a required feature of the claims. Note also, for example, 
the decisions of Ex parte Steigewald, 131 USPQ 74 (Bd. App. 1961); Ex parte Hall, 83 USPQ 38 
(Bd. App. 1948); and Ex parte Hasche, 86 USPQ 481 (Bd. App. 1949). In the present instance, 
claim 1 recites the broad recitation "front load", and the claim also recites "in the case of non 
destructive evaluation. . which is the narrower statement of the limitation. 
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1 0. With regards to claim 4, 

■ In step (1): What do applicants mean by "a certain front load"? Where is it going 
to be inputted? How are the sensitivity, pulse width and performance index of the 
piezoelectric transducer is computed? 

■ In step (2): How is the minimum value of the front load effective impedance is 
selected? 

■ In steps (3) and (4): as stated above, most of the indexes and variables have not 
been defined in the claim or in the Specification. 

Conclusion 

1 1 . The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. The claims and the disclosure are so indefinite that their relationship to the prior art 
cannot be made at this time. When they are made definite such a consideration may be made. 
However, references with relevance to the background of the invention have been cited.
